Nashville, Tenn., September 23.—It 
was definitely decided today that the 
present convention of the Jackson 
Highway association will not fix the 
route of the proposed road through the 
south to be built in memory of the 
great Tennesseean. Instead the routes 
advocated by the various factions of 
Tennesseeans, Alabamians and Missis- 
sippians will be traced by a path-find- 
ing committee of three and a govern- 
ment highway engineer. They will 
submit separate reports to the board of 
directors of the association, who will 
meet on November 10 to select the 
route of the great north and south 
highway which is expected to link Chi- 
cago and New Orleans by way of In- 
dianapolis, Louisville, Nashville and 
other points to the south. 

In securing this action the tempo- 
rary organization of the convention, 
under the leadership of Peter Lee Ath- 
erton, of Kentucky, as president, held 
the whip hand over the turbulent del- 
egations which several times threaten- 
ed to precipitate trouble. An effort 
to bind the temporary officers to the 
recommendations of the nominating 
committee, which will report tomor- 
row, was defeated after a heated de- 
bate, and it was decided not to hold 
a night session so that state delega- 
tions would have opportunity to cau- 
cus on their candidates for permanent 
offices of the organization.
